Annihilation of Russian Cavalry

Warmaw, Bept. 2.—The Bolshevik
army of General Budenny, noted cav-
alry leader, was annthilated during the
operations in Lemberg sector, which
begen August 200 ynd ended September
1, says the P'oligh officia)l statement on
military operations ixsuned today., Iso.
lated detachments of Budenny's forces
succeeded in ewcaplng and are in dis-
orderly retreat,

Genersl Budenny's mounted men hnd
heer endeavoring te break through the
Polish lines and march upon Lublin.
They had tearly completed an encleeling
movement agalnst Zamosz, midway be-
tween Lublin and Lemberg, but were
outflanked by the Poles and attacked
from the east, The engagement resuylted
in the defeat of the Roviet forees along
the entire center of the front, and the
Russians were compelled to retreat iu
disorder with the Poles In elose pursuit,

The Bolsheviki Inst heavily in killed
